P.C. Fifo was with me undet that imo se heard 
noises and ctiss of “ Fire” fram Third Street. 
Wo ran there aud: I saw that there was a fra 
on the first floor of 146, ‘Lhird Btreet. I went 
upstairs aud saw that the vonotiiny of one of 
the front windows looking into tho street wero 
onfire, Between the, chullicas‘of tho venetians 
thet, were ob fire I swr--that soma paper bad 
hoen! stnifed Y produce that. Yhe papir was 
soaked in korosine oil and was baroing fiercel: 

was tho paper biut bad set fire to the vepu 
tians. I pickod' ont tha paper with a stick and 
tho people belonging to the house extioguished 
the fire with some water. The v netiang trero the 
only thiugs actually on fire Tho window opened 
on the streot; there was noverundab. The room 
is. in the front of the honss und on the sume floor 
as-tho cook house. ‘Iho plaow at the baok of thu 
cook honssappearad to be used as a working place 
in connection with oamphor. ‘hora is a smull 
vogkloft in the kitehen, flash with the top of the 
windows.

o WITH CHINA. 


In the courae.of an.artiols ‘on the prospacts of 
the German woollen trade in the Far Bast, 
Kuhlow says:—The Ohingsa wool: jmport. was

ent, A decrease ocourred in’ eamlots’ 29 per 
cent..cloth anitdnstre eash 18 por cent.,. last 
ings 17 por cent, longella’ 15 ‘per-cont.. China 
viters no great market for wool, and the import 
of woollen articles is patarally . vory,am: ino 
tho Chinesa people seldom ‘wear them; tb in 
‘the Northern provinces and in 4 few provinces 
of the interior thora is a considerable praftction 
of whol. whieh is however bat rarely worked up, 
in the heass industry, although - the. Chineso 
Government has doue its best. to encontage the 
same. .'Paking into consideration the cheapness 
of cotton es compared’ with wool the great in- 
ereage in the Chinese, cotton.culture and the 
rapid risa in the production of raw cotton reanlt: 
ing thereform, we may safely affirm‘ that China 
willnever afford ues large markot for our woollen:

Bui at the same time wa should like fo point 
ont that China has beon lately bringing into the 
foarket'Ia:go quantities of really good and pratee- 
worthy «wool, and the great enconragemont, 
which has lately born ‘given to. the breeding of 
sheep enables the Chinesa to compete |suesoasfal- 
ty.in tha international wool) markt, At the 


South Africau. aud Sonth Amerciin wool— 
‘without mentioning tha wool ‘production’ of 
Earopoan States—destroys the hopes of tha Chi. 
nose, who oxpooted that thoy conld componsate 
for the doorease in the silk and tea export by. 
pushing forward the oxport of wool: The export 
of Chinewo wool,..which is mostly flipped from 
Ticntsin ‘to Hongkong and England. reached 
very nearly 6,000 tous in tha year 1290 in valos 
.or about 1 per cont, of the 
whole Chineso export, whilst tea and silk made 
up about 65.4 por'cent. of the Chinase uxpart. . 
In the Chinese import of manufactured .wool
